NEWBURY PARK (UPI) - An out-of- 
control brush fire spread over 750 acres 
of dry rolling hills in Conejo Valley today 
and caused die precautionary evacuation 
of some IOO persons from 40 homes.

Workers 
still out 
in Mass. 


BOSTON (UPI) - Striking state 
workers remained off their jobs for a 
third day today in open defiance of court 
orders. 
Leaders of the striking union have 
been ordered to appear in court today to 
explain why they ignored the back-to- 
work orders. 
Union head Howard Doyle said early 
today he would not order striking 
workers to return to work. 
Picketers carrying donuts and sipping 
coffee arrived outside state buildings 
and agencies at dawn. 
“We sure have got pickets outside,”* 
said a volunteer employe at Danvers 
State Hospital. “I’ve been here since 
Sunday and wish I could go home,” she 
said. 
“I’m just sitting here looking out the 
window at the strikers,” said Supt. 
James Callahan of Lemuel Shattuck 
Hospital. 
"We are not in an emergency situa­ 
tion, but a lot of us are tired,” said Mary 
Rideout, a non-striking employe at 
Tewksbury Hospital. 
A trickle of early-bird picketers began 
their vigil at the golden-domed State 
House just before 6 a.m. The strikers 
were outnumbered by blue and white un­ 
iformed Capitol police. 
“I got here at 5:30 and I’m going to 
stay...,” a State House striker said. 
“Yes, you are supposed to be on the 
picket lines,” said a union spokeswoman, 
who answered the strikers’ information 
telephone. 
“We want this illegal action stopped,” 
George Bennett, head of the state’s 
negotiating team said today. “It’s very 
difficult to consummate an agreement 
when the other side is disobeying the 
law.” 
Both sides agreed to return to the 
bargaining table later today under the 
direction of labor mediator Erie 
Schmertz of New York. Talks had been 
stalled since Monday while the state 
sought to force the striking workers back 
to work in exchange to agreeing to 
mediation. 
Suffolk Superior Court Judge Thomas 
B. Morse Jr. Tuesday night also ordered 
the labor leaders to notify union mem­ 
bers immediately to cease picketing all 
bridges, water treatment facilities, 
public and mental health institutions and 
prisons. 


Huge oil spill in 
St. Lawrence river 


ALEXANDRIA BAY, N Y. (UPI) - A 
tug and 460-foot barge with more than 6 
million gallons of fuel oil aboard struck a 
Comfort Island shoal early today in the 
St. Lawrence River, dumping 250,000 
gallons of the oil into the waterway. 
A spokesman for the Ninth District 
Coast Guard Headquarters in Cleveland, 
Ohio, had said 1.3 million gallons of No.6 
fuel oil went into the river. But, a Coast 
Guard officer at the nearby Wellesley 
Island station said the actual amount of 
spillage was figured at 5,000 barrels, 
with each barrel containing 50 gallons. 
The tug Eileen C and the barge Nepco 
140 hit the shoal about 1:30 a.m., but 
managed to anchor off Mason Point, 
about five miles from where the mishap 
occurred. 
The Coast Guard at Wellesley Island 
saki three of the barge’s IO holds rup­ 
tured, but they were pressurized and the 
leakage was halted at 250,000 gallons 
Each of the holds contained 16,000 
barrels, the Coast Guard said. 
Booms were being deployed to contain 
the spill.

A brisk and increasing wind shifted 
from west to east in the morning hours, 
turning the flames back on some burned 
areas but spreading out to encompass ad­ 
ditional brushland. Temperatures in 
Southern California were in the 90s or 
higher. 
Firemen controlled two other 
potentially-dangerous blazes in the hills 
northwest of Los Angeles Tuesday night 
and early today. 
A force of 275 firemen fought the Ven­ 
tura County fire early Wednesday and, 
with the help of reduced east winds, sl­ 
owed the advance of the flames. 
The blaze threatened a section of 
homes priced from $80,000 to $100,000 in 
the Ventu Park area in the pre-dawn 
hours. Many residents stayed up through 
the night wetting their roofs and gather­ 
ing belongings, but fire officials did not 
issue any orders to evacuate. 
The fire had threatened homes in the 
Lake Sherwood and Hidden Valley areas 
earlier in the night, but that danger was 
eased by a shift of winds. 
The blaze was ignited accidentally 
Tuesday afternoon by a spark from a 
grinder used by a homeowner working on 
his wrought iron fence. 
Another fire broke out minutes after 
midnight in Agoura, IO miles east of the 
major blaze, but a force of 70 fire 
fighters contained the flames at 25 acres. 
No structures were damaged, and the 
cause of the blaze was not known. 
A third brush fire blackened 125 acres 
near Saugus and threatened dozen of 
homes Tuesday afternoon and evening. 
Some residents of the Friendly Valley 
area were evacuated, but a wind shift 
saved their homes and firemen con­ 
tained the flames a short time later. 
Arson investigators said the fire may 
have been set on purpose. 


Rome vetoes 
left-wing 
government 


ROME (UPI) - The Eternal City has 
vetoed a left-wing municipal government 
but the Communists, who outpolled the 
Christian Democrats in this week’s local 
elections, insist a coalition cannot rule 
without them. 
The Communists beat the Vatican- 
backed party in Rome’s Sunday-Monday 
municipal elections but failed, with their 
leftist allies, to win a majority of city 
council seats needed to form a govern­ 
ment. . 
The final vote count Tuesday gave the 
Communists 35.5 per cent of the vote 
against 33.1 per cent for the Christian 
Democrats. 
With the Socialists and other, leftist 
parties, the Communists control 38 seats 
on the 80-seat council or 46.6 per cent. 
The Christian Democrats and other 
center parties have 34 seats or 42.4 per 
cent. The neo-Fascist Italian Social 
Movement won the remaining 8 seats. 
The results left Rome the only major 
mainland Italian city without a left-wing 
majority. But the Communists made it 
clear they want a place in the next coali­ 
tion government. 
“The Campidoglio (Rome city hall) 
cannot govern now without Communist 
party participation,” Rome party 
secretary Luigi Petroselli said. 
Fearing a "red Rome,” the Vatican 
threw heavy support behind the Chris­ 
tian Democrats in its home city and 
warned Catholics they faced excom­ 
munication if they voted Communist. 
Whatever coalition emerges must con­ 
front staggering municipal problems 
that have stymied successive Christian 
Democratic administrations in Rome 
since World War II.

Demonstrations precede 
Kissinger-Vorster talks

BODENMAIS, West Germany (UPI) 
— White students with blackened faces 
chanted “murderer out!” today in front 
of the hotel where South African John 
Vorster waited for his first talk with U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 
The demonstration broke out shortly 
after Kissinger and Vorster arrived in 
Germany for a meeting at which the 
Secretary of State was expected to urge 
negotiation rather than force to solve 
southern Africa’s racial problems. 
The students who said they drove for 
more than three hours to reach the 
isolated Bavarian Forest village chosen 
as the site of the first Vorster-Kissinger 
meeting used burnt cork; to blacken their 
faces shortly before Kissinger’s sche­ 
duled arrival from his hotel in the 
neighboring village of Grafenau. 
Police described the demonstration as 


unauthorized and detained several of the 
loudest participants. Villagers who 
walked over to watch the policemen drag 
the struggling protesters off urged the 
officers on with cries of, "Bravo, 
bravo.” 
Some of the students identified 
themselves as Social Democrats from 
the University of Erlangen. Others dis­ 
tributed pamphlets signed by the 
German Communist party. 
Heinz O. Vetter, chairman of the 
Confederation of Labor Unions, sent 
Vorster a telegram expressing his “deep 
disgust” at the deaths that occurred dur­ 
ing rioting of blacks in South Africa dur­ 
ing the past week. Vetter said the 
Confederation “sees these deaths as 
further proof of the failure of the policy 
of apartheid.” 
The riots cast a shadow over the 
Vorster-Kissinger talks.

Two more organizations have ccmie 
forward in a bid for space in Lompoc 
Unified School District’s mothballed 
elementary schools, the school board 
learned last night. 
The newcomers raised to nine the 
number seeking all or part of Miguelito 
or La Mesa Schools that were ordered 
closed in the fall because of declining 
enrollment and an uncertain economic 
future. 
Latest to come forward are the 
American Legion and the U S Post Of­ 
fice, according to Joe Carlin. Carlin told 
the trustees that the two had com­ 
municated their interest via the 
telephone. 
After a lengthy discussion, marked by 
the angry comments of one trustee, the 
board ordered Supt. Clarence Bloom to 
get some hard facts on needs and leasing 
arrangements and report back at the 
board’s meeting on July 13. Individual 
trustees had indicated an urgency in 
making decisions soon. 
Seven other organizations including an 
unidentified insurance company had 
previously indicated an interest in some 
of the classrooms. High on the list are 
the county, the state, the County Schools 
Office, and Allan Hancock College. 
Board president Richard K. Jacoby 
pushed the cause of Hancock. "I favor 
Hancock at Miguelito,” he said, "that’s 
the kind of use most compatible with the 


philosophy of the school.” Then he ad­ 
ded, "We should make an early com­ 
mitment.” 
Karl Braun agreed that Hancock would 
be best at Miguelito rather than La 
Mesa. Barbara Berg had said earlier 
that she would prefer the college at La 
Mesa, which is in Vandenberg Village. 
Helman opted for Hancock at La Mesa, 
because "We could make better use of 
Miguelito.” 
Gail Steiger rounded out the informal 
comments with the suggestion that the 
board seek compatible uses for the two 
schools aimed at maximum use. Later 
after the trend of the discussion seemed 
to zero in on the location of Hancock at 
Miguelito, Steiger declared. "I resent 
the political pressure put on board 
m em bers” to get Hancock into 
Miguelito. She didn’t elaborate on the 
specifics of that charge, but said she 
wanted a thorough study of the question, 
before any decision on which organiza­ 
tion was to get which school 
In other agenda business, the board: 
— Heard a presentation by Robert 
Thompson, director of curriculum, in­ 
dicating that the state had come up with 
a revised evaluation of the district’s ear­ 
ly childhood education program, showing 
a better score than previously an­ 
nounced. 
— Authorized a joint powers agree­ 
ment for participation in the Central 
Coast Personnel Council at $750 flat cost, 
plus five cents per average daily atten­ 


dance, for a total of about $1,300. The 
council holds seminars on the new collec­ 
tive bargaining law. 
— Approved steps necessary for join­ 
ing a countywide move by school dis­ 
tricts to "self-insure” themselves for 
workmens compensation requirements. 
— Repealed one board policy on 
designations for teachers who fill posi­ 
tions of those on leave. The board acted 
despite an angry statement by Bill 
Yates, president of the nine-member 
Certificated Employe Council, condemn­ 
ing the action. Yates’ statement was 
read by Carol Linger, president of Lom­ 
poc Education Association. In his state­ 
ment, Yates said, "The behavior of the 
district is, if it repeals this policy as 
recommended by statement with: “The 
behavior of the district in regard to 
Policy 9120 is reprehensible in that it is a 
subversion of the 'meet and confer’ 
process.” He closed his statement with: 
“The district is, if it repeals this policy 
as recommended by the superintendent, 
thumbing its collective nose at the cer­ 
tificated employes and expressing its 
disdain for the fading Winton Act and ap­ 
proaching Rodda Act ” 
Yates’ comments were interpreted as 
a castigation, first of all for not taking 
the question to the CEC. Linger said 
later that the CEC sought a policy that 
“ would stipulate more clearly” 
ramifications of ’temporary’ as opposed 
to ’probationary’ designations for those 
filling in for teachers on leave.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - When David 
Obey faced 35 reporters, 12 microphones 
and five television cameras Tuesday, he 
could thank, for his moment of 
prominence, Elizabeth Ray and his own 
despair over the way the House conducts 
itself. 
Eighteen days earlier, Rep. Obey, D- 
Wis , was the natural choice when 
Speaker Carl Albert needed someone to 
head a task force. Its job was to recom­ 
mend ways to get the House — and the 
Democrats — out of the hot water con­ 
cocted by Miss Ray when she told of her 
career as a mistress on a committee 
payroll. 
The 37-year-old Obey (pronounced 
Obis) loves the House — but he’d love 
even more to reform it. 
He had masterminded the 1974 rule 
change which forced the House to spread 
desirable subcommittee 
assignments 


around, giving first-termers something 
meaningful to do. The freshmen have 
been acting like legislators ever since. 
On Tuesday, Obey rammed his 
proposed reforms through the 
Democratic Steering and Policy com­ 
mittee, to the discomfort of oldtimers 
reluctant to give up their “goodies ” 
Then, absently twisting a paper clip 
into shapelessness, he explained his 
proposals for 45 minutes at a crowded 
news conference 
• The changes would publicise how con­ 
gressmen draw expenses for their opera­ 
tions and would consolidate all cash ac­ 
counts — for postage, staff, travel and 
the like — into a single account, making 
it impossible for a member on retiring 
from Congress to withdraw thousands of 
unused postage account dollars, for ex­ 
ample. 
Obey's political life began in the 


seventh grade in Wausau, Wis., when he 
was assigned to defend Republican Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy in a debate 
"I’d never even heard of McCarthy,” 
he says. "But that hooked me on politics 
Up to then I was skipping school two 
days out of five. I hated school; I hated 
myself.” 
Born into a Republican family in a 
Republican town, Obey assumed he was 
a Republican, too. In 1952, he says, at age 
13, “I peddled more literature for Bob 
Taft than anyone else in Wausau ” 
But he says Adlai Stevenson, the 
Democratic presidential nominee, made 
him a Democrat. 
Obey won a seat in the legislature at 24 
and in Congress at 30 He paid his way 
through the University of Wisconsin 
working for his late father - first laying 
linoleum, later working in his father s 
cafe.

C am per's dilem m a 
County park rangers work 
to find places for all

You have to get up a little bit 
earlier in the morning if you 
want a campsite at any of Santa 
Barbara County’s three 
favorite beaches — Refugio, 
Gaviota or El Capitan. 
Overcrowding at the three 
state beaches is a problem 
almost as old as the sands of 
time and there are no signs of 
relief — immediate or future. 
On weekends and especially 
holidays, state employes are 
forced to turn away more 
campers than they can find 
campsites for, according to 
David Felt, a ranger with over 
six years of experience on the 
three beaches 
From July 9 through early 
September and every weekend 
throughout the year, the beach 
campsites will be vitually filled 
according to Ron Erickson, 
chief ranger over the Gaviota 
Area which includes the three 
beaches Last year he said 
there were only two weekends 
when the three campgrounds 
didn’t fill. 
’’There are just not enough 
camping spaces to go around," 
said Erickson. 
From January through 
December, 1975, the three 
beaches combined to turn away 
over 21,000 campers, according 
to California Department of 
Parks and Recreation records. 
El Capitan was apparently the 
favorite as it totaled almost 
9,800 tumaways. During the 
peak months — July and August 
— over 8,000 campers were 
turned away at the three state 
beaches. 
The logical solution seems to 
be to reserve a campsite. But it 
is not as easy as it sounds. El 
Capitan can be reserved only 
through the Ticketron ticket 
agency. The majority of state 
parks except those in remote 
areas are on the Ticketron 
system, according ot Erickson. 
Because of an unstable water 
supply which can lim it 
available campsites, Gaviota 
and Refugio are reserved on a 
first come, first serve basis. 
El Capitan is almost com­ 
pletely booked through the 
Labor Day weekend, Sept. 4-6, 
Erickson said, with some space 
available 30 days in advance 
through Ticketron. 
Construction scheduled for 
Aug. I will expand the 86-space 
El Capitan campsite to 142 
spaces with three large group 
areas. But Erickson said there 
is more than enough demand to 
fill the projected sites. The 
usual turnover at El Capitan is 
about 15 spaces a day during the 
week with a high of about SO on 
Sundays, Erickson said. 
At the 84-space Refugio and 
the 57-space Gaviota beaches, 
sign-ups for a campsite begin at 
the entrance stations at 7:30 
a m., Erickson said. He said on 
weekends, park employes try 
by IO a m. to determine how 
many vacancies there will be 
for the day. There is a seven- 
day limit for consecutive reser­ 
vations at all three beaches. 
Because of the first come, 
first serve reservation policy at 
Gaviota and Refugio, Erickson 
said the beaches are more ac­ 
cessible to local residents and 
not surprisingly, popular 
among Simi Valley, Santa Ynez 
Valley, Lompoc and Santa 
Maria campers. The chief 
ranger said El Capitan is 
dominated by Lot Angeles area 
residents. 
None of the beaches take 
phone reservations due to state 
regulations. 
"We get calls from all over 
the state to reserve sites," 
Erickson said, "but we just 
can’t do it. Besides state 
stipulations, we don’t have the 
facilities to take phone reser- 
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va ti ons." 
But, the campsites are not 
the only congested areas. The 
beaches become almost patch­ 
work quilts of multi-colored 
beach tow els on some 
weekends. 
Erickson said last year the 
parking area for day use was 
forced to close for brief periods 
only during the July Fourth 
weekend. This year already, 
Erickson said El Capitan has 
closed its parking area for short 
times depending on crowd fluc­ 
tuation each of the last three 
weekends. He said the situation 
has been similar at the other 
two beaches. 
At El Capitan, the only beach 
of the three with good waves for 
surfing, a lifeguard said he 
saved eight floundering swim­ 
mers on Sunday and six more 
on Monday. The scheduled con­ 
struction would Increase the 
lifeguard controlled swimming 
area at El Capitan. 
Despite the congestion, 
Erickson said litter is not a 
serious problem. Besides the 
daily arguments with campers 


without reservations, Erickson 
pointed out one major symptom 
of the overcrowded conditions. 
"Because of the overuse,” 
Erickson said, "the vegetation 
doesn’t get a chance to 
regenerate. It is a constant 
headache for the maintenance 
crew to replenish the 
vegetation.’’ 
Expansion of the state 
beaches is restricted by a line­ 
up of problems including 
financing, sewage disposal, 
water supply and political 
priorities. 
The three parks operate at a 
loss, according to Erickson, 
taking in about 45 to 50 per cent 
(rf their operating costs. The 
state increased overnight 
camping rates from $3 to $4 and 
day use rates from $1 to $1.50 at 
the beaches last April in an at­ 
tempt to provide more revenue 
for the beaches. Finances 
probably played a leading role 
in Santa Barbara County's 
release of Gaviota and El 
Capitan beaches in 1953 to 
California and the later release 
of Refugio to the state in 1959. 


Water and sewage problems 
have only added to the dilem­ 
ma. Drinking water has to be 
trucked into both Gaviota and 
Refugio beaches from El 
Capitan because the state 
determined the water supply 
there was not pure enough to 
drink, Erickson said. At the 
same time, the same two 
beaches are having problems 
with their leechfield sewage 
disposal systems. 
But the crowded conditions 
of these three beaches are more 
characteristic of county 
campgrounds than they are un­ 
ique. 
"We just have no place to 
send p e o p le ,” pleaded 
Erickson. “ During the 
Memorial Day weekend every 
park in the county (Santa Bar­ 
bara County) was full. We 
called all around and there are 
just not the camping facilities 
in this county to handle the peo­ 
ple here. 
"It’s sort of a hopeless feel­ 
ing for a camper because there

How school board plans 
to spend $16 million

(Here is another article In a 
series aimed at shedding light 
on the sometimes obscure, 
always complex school budget. 
A final budget must be ap­ 
proved early in August.) 
How does the school board 
propose to spend about $16 
million in the year beginning 
July I? 
One answer to that question 
might be the half facetious, 
easy, but here is an outline. 
A cool $9 657 million is ear­ 
marked for certificated 
salaries, up about $30,000 over 
the current year, not counting 
cost of living raises, that will be 
added, if and when the money 
comes in. 
Another $2,565 million is ear­ 
marked for classified salaries; 
while $1,538 million is to go for 
employe benefits; $1,021 
million for books, supplies and 
equipment replacement. 
A total of $722,861 is ear­ 
marked for contracted services 
and such operating expenses as 
cost of lecturers and travel. 
Under the heading of Sites, 
Buildings, Books and Media and 
New Equipment, there are ex­ 
penditure requests totaling 
$77,780. 
There you have it. If you want 
to tote up the whole {Acture, add 
a total of $352,091 for other out­ 
go, including the $277,091 for 
debt service, state school 
building fund repayment. 
Here is a breakdown (rf the 
certificated salaries. (And cer- 
fitics ted is a term that refers to 
the college credential that 
college graduates acquire. Most 
but not all of the certificated 
personnel are teachers.) 
The total of $9 657 million 
consists of $7,944 million for 
teachers' salaries; $609,751 for 
school site administrators’ 
salaries; $300,968 for super­ 
visors’ salaries; $126,061 for 
librarians’ salaries; $432,244 for 
guidance, welfare and atten­ 
dance fairies; $136,766 for 
physical and mental health 
sa l a r i e s ; 
$101,592 for 
superintendents’ salaries; and 


$3,069 for other certificated 
salaries. 
Classified salaries include 
$1,130 million for maintenance 
and operation; $275,646 for in-

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Carter attacks 
Ford's bus plan

Jimmy C arter attacked 
President Ford’s antibusing 
plan Tuesday night and said the 
nation needs a president who 
will encourage school desegre­ 
gation. 
The prospective Democratic 
presidential nominee told a 
fund-raising dinner in Boston 
that public school integration 
was “one of the best things that 
ever happened in the South.” 
Carter spoke hours after Ford 
told the national Jaycees con­ 
vention in Indianapolis his ad­ 
ministration shortly will file a 
court suit challenging “court- 
ordered forced busing” and 
send Congress a bill that would 
limit it. 
Ford complained that some 
federal courts “are practically 
running our local school 
boards.” His plan would limit 
the federal court busing orders 
to five years. 
Carter said Ford’s proposal 
“would require a constitutional 
amendment and I don’t think 
that’s feasible.” 
“I see a real need in this 
country for strong leadership 
from tile president, the gover­ 
nors. the mayors, to encourage 
free integration of schools,” the 
former Georgia governor said. 
Carter held two fund-raising 
functions in Boston and sche­ 
duled five more in New York to­ 
day at $1,000 a person. He has 
said he expects to have his $1.2 
million debt paid before open­ 
ing his general election cam­ 
paign, which will be financed by 
federal funds. 


Ronald Reagan has been 
working and relaxing this week 
at his 600-acre ranch near Santa 
Barbara, Calif., and leaves 
Thursday for a round of cam­ 
paign appearances in Mis­ 
sissippi, Minnesota, Wyoming 
and Montana — states where 83 
delegates are at stake. 
The First Lady, Betty Ford, 
will fill in for her husband at 
this weekend’s Minnesota GOP 
convention, while Ford attends 
an economic summit confer­ 
ence with leaders of other 
Western nations in Puerto Rico. 
Meanwhile, former Texas 
Gov. John Connally said in San 
Antonio that Carter “looks 
tough to beat.” But, Connally 
said, “as time goes on a great 
many flaws will begin to 
develop in Mr. Carter’s faca­ 
de.” He said Carter will have to 
defend Democrat programs and 
“when it’s all said and done I 
think you’re going to have dif­ 
ficulty in distinguishing 
between the McGovern plat­ 
form and the Carter platform.” 
Carter told reporters in 
Boston he was pleased with the 
platform drafted by the Demo­ 
cratic platform committee. 
“We find ourselves in the un­ 
precedented 
circumstances 
where I’m able now to run the 
fall campaign on the platform 
itself ... because of the com­ 
patibility of the platform provi­ 
sions with my own beliefs and 
because of the broad accepance 
of the major platform provi­ 
sions by a wide number of 
Democrats,” Carter said.

Heart attack fells 
Portugal minister 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
Prime Minister Jose Pinheiro 
de Azevedo, a candidate for 
president in Sunday’s presiden­ 
tial election, suffered a heart 
attack today and was rushed un­ 
conscious to a hospital in 
Oporto. 
“Adm. Pinheiro de Azevedo 
entered the emergency ward of 
the hospital unconscious, his 
heart and respiratory action 
stopped,” a spokesman at the 
Sao Joao hospital said. 
The spokesman said Azeve- 
do’s heart and breathing action 
were revived but the doctors’ 
prognosis for his condition was 
“reserved”. 
A press aide to the prime 
mihister said the heart attack 
occurred in an automobile in 
which Azevedo left a news con- 
fe je n c e . The aid e said 
Azdvedo’s wife, M aria, w as 
wi,th him and they were 
probably 
their way to the 
airport to return to Lisbon. 
The prime minister has had 
at least two heart attacks 
before. During the siege of his 
residence by Communist-led 
construction workers last 
November, he was ordered by 
his doctors to rest because of 
his heart condition. 
Azevedo, a 59-year-old ad­ 
miral, was campaigning in the 
north of the country for Por­ 
tugal’s first free presidential 
election in half a century. 
He had been scheduled to join 
his three competitors in a four- 
way nationwide live television 
debate Wednesday evening in 
Lisbon. 
His rivals include Army Chief 
Gen. Antonio Ramalho Eanes, 
New envoy 
named for 
Lebanon 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tal­ 
ent Seelye, a veteran Middle 
East expert, will succeed assas­ 
sinated Ambassador Francis 
Meloy Jr. as President Ford’s 
special envoy to Lebanon. 
Seelye, a deputy assistant 
secretary of state, received in­ 
structions from Ford in 
Washington and flew to Paris to 
attend a meeting with Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
and four U.S. ambassadors 
from key Arab capitals. 
Press secretary Ron Nessen 
said the President still was con­ 
sidering naming a permanent 
ambassador to Lebanon. 
Seelye’s assignment “is con­ 
sidered temporary,” Nessen 
said. “It was decided it was 
necessary to send someone 
there quickly.” 
The White House said Seelye 
will go to Beirut “at the earliest 
possible date” beca se Ford 
and Kissinger "conster it es­ 
sential to have as their 
representative a senior man 
with long experience.’’ 
Meloy, slain in Beirut last 
week, was an ambassador. But 
the State Department said 
Seelye has been designated a 
special envoy of the President 
rather than ambassador, a rank 
which would have required a 
wait for Senate confirmation. 
Seelye served in Lebanon as 
the State Department’s bureau 
chief for Lebanon and adjacent 
Arab countries He was ambas­ 
sador to Tunisia befoie becom­ 
ing deputy assistant secretary 
of state for African affairs. 
“This background and the dis­ 
tinction with which he has 
served particularly qualify Am­ 
bassador Seelye for the new as­ 
signment the President has 
given him,” the White House 
said in a statement 


Communist candidate Octavio 
Pato and the far left ex­ 
military security chief, Maj. 
Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho. 
Azevedo earned the nickname 
“admirer without fear” for his 
stubborn resistance to Commu­ 
nist and far left pressures as 
head of the sixth of the 
provisional governments that 
have ruled Portugal since the 
April 25, 1974, coup that ended 
48 years of right-wing dictator­ 
ship. 
He became prime minister 
Sept. 19, 1975. 
The sixth provisional govern­ 
ment he presided over has been 
a shaky coalition of Socialists, 
left-of-center Popular Demo­ 
crats and Communists. 


Church won't 
bargain with 
lay teachers 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The 
Catholic church has settled a 
series of unfair labor practice 
charges filed by a union 
representing lay teachers in 
church schools, but will not 
bargain with the union in order 
to press a court test on the con­ 
stitutional issue of freedom of 
religion. 
An attorney for the American 
Federation of Teachers dis­ 
closed Tuesday that the church 
has agreed to rehire IO teachers 
allegedly fired for union ac­ 
tivities, pay five of them $12,000 
in back pay and refrain from 
such activities as spying on 
teachers or threatening to dis­ 
charge them if they support a 
union. 
Catholic officials in the Los 
Angeles Archdiocese and 
Orange Diocese confirmed the 
settlements, but said they will 
fight an order by the National 
Labor Relations Board to 
bargain with the union that won 
a representation election by a 3- 
1 margin. 
The NLRB ruling “involves 
fundamental rights which the 
(Catholic) schools cannot sur­ 
render without serious damage 
to themselves and to the larger 
church community of which 
they are a part,” church at­ 
torney Sharp Whitemore said. 
Compliance with the govern­ 
ment order, he said, would 
mean agreement with the right 
of government “to interfere 
and entangle itself” in church 
affairs. He said that could lead 
to the “destruction of the local 
administration and autonomy 
of church schools.” 
A spokesman for the United 
Catholic Secondary Teachers 
Association said the church 
already follows some govern­ 
ment laws, such as those in­ 
volving employe safety, and 
said the order to deal with a un­ 
ion chosen by the teachers 
“does not mean government in­ 
terference with church teach­ 
ings or morals.” 


Everybody 
advises on 
platform 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
presentatives of big and small 
business, actors, women, fur 
trappers, gay liberation and 
other special interest groups 
are advising the Republican 
party on what to include in its 
platform. 
Many appeared at public 
hearings Tuesday in Washing­ 
ton. More hearings will be held 
Thursday at Iowa State Univer­ 
sity. 
Rep. Marvin L. Esch, R- 
Mich, testified that the plat­ 
form should strongly reject the 
Humphrey-Hawkins jobs bill, 
which is the Democrats’ main 
proposal for reducing unem­ 
ployment. Its essence is includ­ 
ed in the tentative Democratic 
platform. 
Esch, who will lead the 
Republican opposition to the 
bill in the House, accused the 
Democrats of proposing “total, 
central economic planning” 
through the bill which would 
guarantee a job — provided by 
the government, if necessary — 
to all adults who want to work. 
Esch proposed tax cuts to 
stimulate higher employment 
and work-study programs to 
reduce unemployment among 
youth. 
Spokesmen for small business 
said the platform should stress 
incentives for small business­ 
men to hire more people and 
“get the government off our 
backs.” 
General Electric urged elec­ 
trification of the nation’s 
railroads. The Energy Action 
Committee called for breakup 
of oil companies. The Independ­ 
ent Petroleum Associates 
urged tax incentives and price 
deregulation. The Valve Manu­ 
facturers Association sought 
protection against foreign com­ 
petition. 
Rep. Don Young of Alaska, 
who said he has been a trapper, 
led a group advocating 
“ management” to conserve 
furry animals. 
Audrey Colom, chairman of 
the Women’s Political Caucus, 
urged ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 
The Screen Actors Guild 
called for tax and copyright 
changes and establishment of a 
Department of Cultural Affairs 
to support the arts. 


Longest parade 
to be shorter 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
“The world’s longest parade” 
on the 4th of July will be 7.4 
miles shorter than anticipated, 
and its route down Wilshire 
Boulevard will be broken into 
two segments. 
But officials say the 10.8 mile 
Bicentennial celebration will 
still be a record-breaker — by 
one-half mile. 
The county-sponsored holiday 
parade was originally sche­ 
duled for an 18.2-mile run from 
downtown Los Angeles through 
the cities of Beverly Hills and 
Santa Monica to the Pacific 
Ocean. 
A spokesman explained Tues­ 
day that Beverly Hills refused 
to issue a permit to let the 
parade pass through its limits, 
and Santa Monica would allow 
the parade only if the county 
paid security and clean-up 
costs.

Tank, artillery assault 
perils Beirut cease-fire 
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BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
A fierce tank and artillery as­ 
sault by Christian rightists on 
two Palestinian refugee camps 
made a shambles of Lebanon’s 
latest cease-fire and imperiled 
today’s planned reopening of 
Beirut airport. 
The offensive on the Jisir 
Al pasha and Tai Zaatar camps 
in southeast Beirut began only 
hours after a bus convoy of 200 
foreigners — including 20 
Americans — left Beirut Tues­ 
day for Damascus in a British- 
sponsored evacuation. 
British officials said it could 
be the last evacuation convoy 
from this war-ravaged city. 
Another 1,300 Americans and 
about 700 Britons chose to take 
their chances and stayed 
behind. 
The rightists claimed in a 
radio broadcast they had cap­ 
tured Jisir Alpasha and set Tai 
Zaatar ablaze with a downpour 
of shells falling “at the rate of 
15 every minute.” 
A Palestinian Liberation Or­ 
ganization spokesman said both 
camps, about four miles 
northeast of the airport, were 
encircled by “a force of about 
4,000 men and dozens of tanks” 
but as of Tuesday night, “all 
their attacks have been beaten 
back” 
The new Christian offensive 
shattered a Libyan-mediated 
cease-fire arranged Monday 
and hampered civil aviation 
authorities, who had planned to 
reopen Beirut international air­ 
port to commercial traffic to­ 
day. 
The fighting erupted only 
hours after Syrian troops, 
stationed around the airport, 
withdrew to let a 1,000-man 
Libyan-Syrian 
peace-keeping 
force take over the looted, 
shelled facility under terms of 
the new cease-fire. 
A Red Cross DC6 carrying 
food and medical supplies from 
Lama ca, Cyprus, arrived Tues­ 
day, the first civilian craft to 
land at the airport since it was 
seized June 8 by Syrian troops. 
Airport authorities said they 
were technically able to land 
planes but a tour of the facility 
showed there was much work to 
be done The duty-free shops, 
most of the warehouses and all 
the airline offices had been van­ 
dalized and the runway was 
pockmarked with holes from 
mortar shells. 


Tuesday’s shelling spread to 
other areas of Beirut as 
Lebanese leftists unleashed 
rockets and mortars cm Chris­ 
tian sectors in an apparent ef­ 
fort to relieve pressure on the 
besieged camps. 
Pro-Syrian forces at Khalde, 
south of the airport, shelled the 
Palestinian camps of Chatilla 
and Sabra, near the route the 
British-organized 
evacuation 
convoy took earlier in the day. 
Fighting was also reported 
between Syrian and leftist 


forces in the m ountains 
northeast of Beirut. 
Palestinians said leftist posi­ 
tions at the mountain town of 
Bhamdoun along the main 
Damascus-Beirut highway 
were shelled by Syrian artillery 
and the leftists returned fire. 


The joint Palestinian-leftist 
command said its forces am­ 
bushed a Syrian patrol near 
Aintoura, 19 miles northeast of 
Beirut, killing a Syrian major 
and capturing two soldiers. 
N.J. Teamster official 
charged by grand jury 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal grand jury has charged 
Anthony “Tony Pro” Proven- 
zano, secretary-treasurer of a 
Teamsters union local in New 
Jersey, and three other men 
with kidnaping and conspiring 
to murder a local Teamster of­ 
ficial in 1961, the Justice 
Department said today. 
The indictment, unsealed in 
U.S. District Court in New York 
City, charged the defendants 
with roles in the kidnap death of 
Anthony C astellito, then 
secretary-treasurer of Team­ 
ster Local 560 in New Jersey. 
Others named in the indict­ 
ment were Salvatore Briguglio, 
46. of Washington Township, 
N J., business agent for Team­ 
ster Local 560. Harold Kinigs- 
berg, now in a correctional in­ 
stitution, and George Van- 
gelakos. 47. of Jersey City. 
Provenzano, 59, of Clifton, 
N.J., and Briguglio, were 
arrested today by FBI agents, 
the Justice Department said. 
The indictments were returned 
Tuesday but were kept seated 
until today's arrests. 
The two-count federal indict­ 
ment charged the four men con­ 
spired from Jan. I to Sept. 30, 
1961, to kidnap Castellito for the 
purpose of murdering him and 
the indictment’s second count 
charged them with the kidnap­ 
ing 
A grand jury in U lster 
County. N Y., today indicted all 
the defendants except Van- 
gelakos on a charge of first- 
degree murder, the Justice 
Department said. 
The indictment said Proven­ 
zano, then president of Local 


560, arranged with Briguglio 
and Konigsberg to have Castel­ 
lito murdered. It charged the 
defendants, along with two un­ 
indicted 
co-conspirators, 
agreed to lure him to his Ulster 
County farm where he would be 
murdered. 
The unindicted co-conspira- 
tors were identified as Sal­ 
vatore Sinno and Edward 
Skowron. 
The indictment charged Sinno 
asked Castellito to help him in 
hiding Skowron, whom he 
described as a “lamster,” at 
the farm near Kerhonsksen, 
N Y., and said Castellito was 
murdered by Briguglio, Konigs­ 
berg, Skowron and Sinno. 
Vangelakos was digging a 
grave near Castellito’s home 
while the murder took place, 
the indictment said. 


PORT LOUIS, Mauritius 
(UPI) — Rhodesia, bloody

Court rules on 
youth sentencing 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Young offenders cannot be 
required to serve longer sent­ 
ences under the Youth Authori­ 
ty than they would receive un­ 
der general criminal law, the 
state Supreme Court ruled 
Tuesday. 
Jesus Machias Olivas, 19, had 
challenged the sentencing laws 
in an appeal after he was con­ 
victed of misdemeanor assault 
in Los Angeles County. 
He said his confinement by 
the Youth Authority could ex­ 
ceed three years while the max­ 
imum jail term under general 
criminal law for the same of­ 
fense was six months. 
The court unanim ously 
agreed with his argument and 
ruled unconstitutional the dis­ 
crepancy of misdemeanor sent­ 
ences in state laws. 
“We cannot consitutionally 
condone the imposition of un­ 
equal terms of incarceration on 
youthful misdemeanants even if 
for purposes of rehabilitative 
efforts by the authority,” wrote 
Chief Justice Donald Wright. 


South Africa’s sprawling black 
townships, which resulted in at 
least 140 deaths, may develop 
as the meeting’s most emotion­ 
al issue with the OAU showing 
unfamiliar unanimity on con­ 
demning the killings.

MISSION, Ran. (UPI) - 
Former White House chief of 
staff H, R Haldeman says the 
CIA may have been involved in 
the Watergate scandal and the 
aide who disclosed the exist­ 
ence of the White House tapes 
may have been a CIA agent. 
Haldeman expressed the view 
in the fourth of a series of five 
newspaper articles co-written 
with columnist Joseph Scott for 
Universal Press Syndicate. 
Haldeman said he knew of no 
reason why the CIA might have 
wanted to destroy Richard Nix­ 
on's political career. 
"The agency had the capacity 
and perhaps, unknown to me, 
the motivation,'* Haideman 
said. 
He said he never understood 
why Alexander Butterfield, the 
aide who disclosed the exist­ 
ence of the tapes in testimony 
before the Senate Watergate 
committee, wanted to join the 
White House staff. 
“Alex originally approached 
the White House on his own in­ 
itiative — not because I 
recruited him,” Haldeman 
wrote. 
"He was soon to become an 
Air Force general. I have never 
understood why he insisted, 
against my advice, on dropping 
his commission. Or why he sud­ 
denly wanted to be part of the 
Nixon team. 
“In view of his subseqent 
role, these actions seem even 
more curious today. Was But­ 
terfield a CIA agent? Maybe. I

“It is 
up to God what will happen, we 
should all have faith." 
“It is rather ironic,,' said one 
witness who asked not to be 
identified, "that in the moment 
of Sage’s collapse everyone was 
paralyzed, and although many 
of the country's most promi­ 
nent rabbis were present it was 
Betty Ford who calmly led the 
group in a touching prayer." 
“Everyone rose and applaud­ 
ed when she concluded," she 
said, "but Betty responded by 
saying that it was not ap­ 
propriate. She then said we 
shouldn’t go on with any more 
of the program and the guests 
gradually left." 
Later Mrs. Ford announced

Hayden to vote 
for Tunney 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Tom Hayden says he will vote 
for Sen. John Tunney in 
November but will devote his 
efforts to campaigning for can­ 
didates in other races instead of 
working for the incumbent he 
challenged in the primary. 
The former anti-war activist 
told a news conference Tuesday 
his vote for Tunney was as 
much a vote against Republican 
S.I. Hayakawa as anything else.

Hayden said he met with his 
supporters since the primary 
and “sensed a real desire to go 
on with what was started" by 
his campaign

"If I had seen 
Dean’s FBI dossier it would 
have barred him from the 
White House.” 
— Charles Colson “always 
was a problem. Frankly, I 
didn’t like him, nor did many 
others ... Colson played to Nix­ 
on’s darker less-appealing 
side." 
— "With the president, John 
Mitchell enjoyed a peer rela­ 
tionship, absolutely unique in 
the Nixon White House." 
— John Ehrlichman’s as­ 
sociation with Nixon was "often 
s lig h tly 
s tra in e d 
and 
uncomfortable in a mutual way. 
Analytical and self-assured, 
Ehrlichman disagreed with the 
president without fear, fre­ 
quently, and in a blunt, direct 
manner. He expressed concerns 
about Nixon's life style, specifi­ 
cally in the area of drinking." 


Park bond 
/ 
issue approved 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Assembly has unanimously 
voted final passage to a com­ 
promise $280 million park bond 
issue which includes $120 
million for coastal projects. 
The proposal (SB1321), fash­ 
ioned by a two-house confer­ 
ence committee, was was sent 
to Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Tuesday on 61-0 vote. If signed 
by Brown, the measure will be 
placed on the Nov. 2 ballot. 
The bond money would be 
divided up like this: $120 
million for coastal park pro­ 
jects, $85 million in grants for 
local park projects, $34 million 
for .state park acquisition in 
areas besides the coast, $26 
million for recreation at state 
water project facilities, and $15 
million for wildlife manage­ 
ment. 
Actual allocation of the 
money would occur later, after 
a project-by-project review by 
the legislature. 
Sponsored by Sen. John 
Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek, the 
bill originally called for a $360 
million bond issue. The Assem­ 
bly increased the sum to $375 
million, but the Senate refused 
to accept the additions. 
The conference committee 
then hammered out agreement 
on the final $280 million ver­ 
sion. The Senate passed the 
compromise Monday on a 304 
vote. 


House seeks delay 
in P.O. closures 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House wants to delay for a year 
the Postal Service’s plan to 
close small post offices across 
the country. 
By a 399-14 vote Tuesday, the 
House adopted and sent to the 
Senate a resolution urging the 
Postal Service to suspend any 
closings unless “a clear and 
compelling reason" is shown. It 
urged the Postal Service to ex­ 
plore other cost-cutting reme­ 
dies. 
A bill puttin g such a 
moratorium into law has pas­ 
sed the House but has not been 
acted upon by the Senate. It 
would halt the closings until 
next Feb. 15. 


B*Barne* Panel kills property tax measures 
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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Superior Court judge has 
declared that two California 
banks must pay the state more 
than $13 million in interest on 
unclaimed bank accounts. 
In the ruling which is almost 
certain to be appealed, Judge 
Irving Perluss said he found it 
“inconceivable" that the banks, 
"having used the depositors’ 
money to earn money for 
themselves, truly believe” they 
do not need to pay the accrued 
interest. 
Perluss’ ruling, issued Mon­ 
day, involved a lawsuit filed by 
the Bank of America and 
Security Pacific National Bank 
in an effort to prevent state 
Controller Kenneth Cory from 
collecting interest on bank ac­ 
counts which have been dor­ 
mant for several years. 
The money in the accounts is 
turned over to the state after 
there has been no communica­ 
tion from the depositor for 15 
years in the case of savings ac­ 
counts and seven years in the 
case of checking accounts and 
uncashed money orders. 
Robert Shuman, an attorney 
for the controller, said the 
banks turn the principal in un­ 
claimed accounts over to the 
state. But he said they do so 
without the accrued interest on 
savings accounts or after 
deducting service charges on 
checking accounts. 
Perluss also ruled it was in­ 


conceivable that the banks 
think "they are entitled to im­ 
pose a service charge when the 
funds are turned over to the 
controller, even though no such 
charge is made to a depositor." 
Shuman said the controller 
feels there is about $9.5 million 
in interest that the Bank of 
America should pay the state. 
He said there is no audit of the 
funds on deposit with Security 
Pacific but he estimated the un­ 
paid interest is about half of 
that held by the Bank of 
America. 
In addition, Shuman said, 
Cory is seeking interest penalty 
charges on the money not 
turned over to the state which 
could bring the total collected 
by the state to $25 million. 
Shuman said as many as half 
the banks in California do not 
pay accrued interest on dor­ 
mant savings accounts and 
most banks in the state levy 
some form of service charge on 
unclaimed checking accounts. 


Cory last year adopted ad­ 
ministrative regulations to pre­ 
vent banks from keeping the ac­ 
crued interest or deducting ser­ 
vice charges. Since then the 
legislature has approved a 
measure restricting the prac­ 
tice of collecting service 
charges and discontinuing in­ 
terest. Cory’s regulations and 
the legislative action are being 
challenged by lawsuits. 
CHP chief in defense 
of radar-equipped autos 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Radar-equipped highway patrol 
cars, a proposal nixed by 
legislative budget committees, 
would have been a "tremen­ 
dous psychological tool" to cut 
down speed on California 
highways, thus saving lives and 
gasoline, the chief of the patrol 
said Tuesday. 
"Radar is a tremendous psy­ 
chological tool as well as an en­ 
forcement tool,’’ declared 
Patrol Commissioner Glen 
Craig. “With 200 units I felt we 
could bring down the average 
speed by at least two miles per 
hour the first year." 
He figured that 80 automobile 
fatalities could be avoided an­ 
nually if the average speed 
were reduced by two miles per 
hour on state highways. Last 
year 4,189 persons died in 
autom obile accidents in 
California. 
Also, Craig said, a reduction 
of two miles per hour in 
average speed would save about 
IOO million gallons of gasoline 
annually.

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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Two massive election-year 
measures aimed at reducing 
the property tax bills of Califor­ 
nia homeowners have been 
killed by the Assembly Revenue 
and Taxation committee.

One of the proposals (SCA54) 
by Sen. Peter Behr, R-Tihuron, 


would have eliminated property 
taxes on owner-occupied 
homes. Homeowners, instead, 
would have paid a 20 per cent 
income tax surcharge, which in 
nearly all instances would have 
meant a lower overall tax bill. 
To make up for lost revenues, 
a key to the measure was the 
levying of a proposed new tax — 
a five per cent “transfer tax" 
on the sale of home. 
The other measure (SCA47) 
by Sen. Jerome Smith, D- 
Saratoga, would have limited 
property taxes on residential 
properties to no more than the 
rise in the consumer price in­ 
dex. 
Smith said the measure was 
prompted by 20 per cent to 30 
per cent increases in assess­ 
ments of urban homes in recent 
years 
At the same time, committee 
members voted 8-1 to shelve a 


bill (AB4520) which would have 
increased homeowners exemp­ 
tions from $7,500 to $9,250 and 
hiked the renters’ credit from 
$37 to $49.

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New Soviet space station orbit 


MOSCOW (UPI) - A 
Soviet space station orbited 
(airth today with strong signs of 
an imminent manned laun­ 
ching, possibly aimed at 
wresting away the U.S. space 
endurance record. 
The official Tass news agency 
issued a brief announcement on 
the launch of the Salyut 5 sta­ 
tion Tuesday, saying “The on­ 
board systems of the station are 
functioning normally." 
The launch was the first 
major Soviet space project in 
the year since the joint 
Soviet-A m erlcan sp ace 
flight. The Soviets launched an 
unmanned Soyuz craft — the 
kind that normally carries 
cosmonauts to the labs — late 
last year. 
Tass said Salyut 5 would con­ 
duct “ scientific and technical 
studies and experiments" as 
well as test unspecified design 


im provem ents 
in 
the 
spacecraft. 
The official announcement 
made no mention of manned 
flights as part of the Salyut 5 
program, but two Soviet cos­ 
monauts raised the possibility 
just two weeks ago while 
visiting the United States. 
Pyotr Klimuk and Vitaly 
Sevastiyanov, who lived aboard 
Salyut 4 for SS days, said man­ 
ned flights on Salyut 5 may last 
as long as three months. 
Speaking at an international 
space meeting in Philadelphia, 
the cosmonauts said die new or­ 
biting lab would be able to ac­ 
commodate six cosmonauts. 
They said it would have two 
entry ports, meaning two 
spaceships feasibly could dock 
at the same time. 
The two-month flight of 
Klimuk and Sevastiyanov 
established the Soviet record 


Viking sends pictures 


of m ain landing site 


PASADENA. CaUf. (UPI) — 
America’s Viking I spacecraft 
in its third orbit of Mars sent 
back pictures of its preferred 
landing site on the surface in 
preparation for its planned July 
4 touchdown. 
George Sands, mission con­ 
trol spokesman at Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory, said the first 
of an intended 58 frames were 
transmitted the nearly 200 
million miles to earth late 
Tuesday and early today, along 
with 27 measurements of 
moisture on Mars. 
Viking I, one of twin 
spacecraft designed to put 
snail nuclear-powered science 
labs on the Martian surface, 
snapped pictures of the landing 
site Tuesday afternoon when it 
made its closest pass over Mars 
for a six-minute period. 
A little more than three hours 
later it began sending them 
back to earth. Scientists today 
were to begin analyzing the pic­ 
tures frame by frame. 
The pictures, taken from 
more than 940 miles above the 
Martian surface, should show 
features at least the size of a 
football field. 
The first choice few a landing 
site is in M ars’ northern 
hemisphere, a basin called 
Chryse that in some past age 
may have been a drainage area 
for a river system. 
A team of scientists wanted 
to study the picture to look for 
any hazards, such as craters, 
boulder fields or steep slopes — 
features that would endanger 
the three-legged lander or tip it 
over. 
Caution is needed because the 
lander will be on the surface of 
Mars, for good or ill, 18 minutes 
before scientists here will know 
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what happened. That's the time 
it takes for speed-of-light tran­ 
smission to travel the distance 
to Earth. 
Tuesday, it was found that 
much more water may exist on 
the red planet than had been 
thought, especially in lowland 
basins such as Chryse. 
Scientists say the amount of 
water, and the fact there is 
water at all, adds considerably 
to the possibility of finding 
bacterial life on Mars. 
Viking 2, the sistership with 
duplicate functions, was 6.3 
million miles from Mars and 
headed for orbit Aug. 7.

developing a reusable space 
shuttle. 
The last Soviet lab was Salyut 
4, launched Dec. 26,1974, and by 
all Soviet accounts, still carry­ 
ing out experiments in space. 
The Soyuz 20 unmanned craft 
docked with Salyut 4 last 
November. 
Five killed 
in fiery crash 
UKIAH (UPI) - Five per- 
sons were killed Tuesday night 
in the fiery head-on crash of an 
automobile traveling the wrong 
way on U.S. 101 and a truck- 
trailer loaded with 40 tons of 
steel. 
Names of the victims — two 
men, a woman, and two 
children — were withheld 
pending notification of next of 
kin. 
Witnesses told the California 
Highway Patrol the car was 
traveling southbound without 
headlights in the northbound 
lane of the highway, about eight 
miles south of Ukiah. 
The car struck the truck 
head-on and was dragged about 
270 feet down the highway 
before both vehicles burst into 
flames. 
The driver of the truck, 
Robert W. Nitcher, 47, and his 
wife, Helen, 47, of El Sobrante, 
managed to escape with minor 
injuries. 


Reagan off on 
search for 
more delegates 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan was prepar­ 
ing today for three days of 
intensive delegate-hunting in 
M ississippi, Minnesota, 
Wyoming and Montana 
where the outcome could 
move his race against Presi­ 
dent Ford close to a dead 
heat. 
Reagan, who has been 
working and relaxing at his 
600-acre ranch near Santa 
Barbara, will leave early 
Thursday for campaign ap­ 
pearances in states where 83 
delegates are at stake. 
The former California 
governor has been spending 
his time telephoning uncom­ 
mitted delegates and view­ 
ing plans for a final big push 
between now and mid-July 
when remaining state GOP 
conventions will select 
delegates to the national 
convention in August. 
Still predicting a razor- 
thin first ballot victory over 
Ford at Kansas City, Reagan 
strategists say he will move 
closer to his goal by winning 
nearly IOO delegates in these 
remaining conventions. 
The latest UPI survey 
shows Ford with 1,047 
delegates and Reagan 948, 
with 1,130 needed for the 
nomination. 
Meanwhile, Reagan press 
secretary Jam es Lake 
charged that Ford sup­ 
porters were becoming 
“desperate" by pointing to 
recent polls showing Ford 
doing slightly better than 
Reagan over Democrat Jim­ 
my Carter, but with both 
well behind the Georgian’s 
lead. 
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Assembly rejects $12.86 billion budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Mired In controversy over the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board and other spending 
items, the Assembly Tuesday 
night rejected the 
proposed 
$12.86 billion state budget. 
Assemblyman Daniel Boat­ 
wright, chairman of Ute budget- 
writing Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, announced he would try 
again for passage later this 
wed! and predicted the Senate 
would approve the budget bill 
(rn Thursday. 
The Assembly vote was 48-28, 
eight votes short of the 54 
needed to reach a two-thirds 
majority. All of the Republi­ 
cans present voted “no" or ab­ 
stained while five Democrats 
voted “ no” and three ab­ 
stained. 
Explanations for the bill’s 
defeat varied widely. The 
reasons most prominently men­ 
tioned were the $6.8 million 
provided for the ALRB, a dis­ 
ease research program omit­ 
ted from the budget and 
maneuvering over a separate 
school finance bill awaiting ac­ 
tion by the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
Assemblyman Ken Meade, D- 
Berkeley, abstained on grounds 
he had only five hours to sift 


through the more than 400 
spending items in the final 
budget. “ I’m not ready to 
vote," he declared. 
Speaker Leo T. McCarthy, D- 
San Francisco, said he was 
“content to let this budget rest 
as long as it has to" in the 
legislature and let opposing 
lawmakers take the political 
heat from leaders of local 
governments whose funding 
could be jeopardized by a 
prolonged budget stalemate. 
The legislature already is 
seven days past its June 15 con­ 
stitutional deadline for sending 
the budget to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. 
Boatwright, D-Concord, said, 
“ What’s holding it up primarily 
is the ALRB." 
In a face-saving move which 
successfully secured votes of 
rural Democrats, the Assembly 
passed on a minimum 41-7 vote 
a measure establishing a new 
“ oversight” committee to 
watchdog the farm labor board 
when it resumes secret ballot 
elections for field workers. 
But Republicans still opposed 
funding for the board, insisting 
as they have for months that 
the mothballed agency change 
its policies. 
McCarthy said he was not 
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certain if enough Republicans 
would vote for the budget even 
if funding was cut out for the 
farm labor board. Assembly 
Republican Leader Paul Priolo 
indicated he agreed but shed no 
light on what GOP lawmakers 
might be seeking in return for 
their votes on the budget. 
After the budget was defea­ 
ted, McCarthy announced the 
Ways and Means Committee 
would delay from today until 
Thursday a hearing on a $236 
million school finance bill. The 
next opportunity for the Assem­ 
bly to reconsider the budget is 
Thursday. 
Some Republicans indicated 


the school finance measure’s 
fate was one item delaying pas­ 
sage of the budget. 


Assemblyman Leroy Greene, 
D-Sacramento, told reporters 
the delay of the school finance 
measure was a signal to 
Republicans they would not win 
its passage until the budget was 
passed. 


Boatwright^ declaring there 
would not be another two-house 
budget conference committee 
to iron out another compromise 
spending plan, said Democrats 
could not vote for a school aid 
bill until they were certain of 
the size of the state budget. 
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O utbursts m arked Senate ends Warren Commission study 
in H arris trial 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Jury selection in the trial of 
Symhionese Liberation Army 
members William and Emily 
Harris Tuesday was marked by 
repeated outbursts and clashes 
between the defendants, their 
lawyer and the trial judge. 
The selection process ap­ 
peared to be living up to predic­ 
tions that it could take two 
weeks to seat a jury, as the 
Harrises and attorney Leonard 
Weinglass moved for delays 
and protested the rulings of 
Superior Court Judge Mark 
Brandler. 
A prospective juror, Arnold 
C. Greene, was questioned for 
63 minutes Tuesday, 53 of them 
by Weinglass, on whether he 
could set aside what he had 
heard in news reports about the 
Harrises and Patricia Hearst. 
All prospects are questioned 
singly, so they will not be in­ 
fluenced by repeated refer­ 
ences to the SLA-Hearst case. 
“I don’t believe everything I 
read in the newspapers,” 
Greene replied, saying he is 
“more interested in sports than 
crime news” anyway. 
He conceded he had heard of 
the SLA (“they were cleaned 
out in that fire and shootout” ) 
and Miss Hearst (“she was kid­ 
naped and taken into the SLA 
and she became one of the 
members” ) and had some idea 
of the SLA’s activities (“proba­ 


bly unlawful or they wouldn’t 
have gone underground” ). 
But, he said, the Harrises 
have “a right to a fair trial and 
I’m certainly not going to make 
a judgment before hearing the 
evidence.” 
Weinglass asked that Gfeene 
be eliminated as biased, but the 
judge refused, saying Greene’s 
answers showed only that he 
had heard of the defendants, not 
that he felt they were guilty. 
“Are you sleeping, judge?” 
burst out Harris. “This man is 
so prejudiced it’s ridiculous. He 
would have us convicted before 
we started.” 
Brandler again refused to dis­ 
miss Greene. 
He also refused a demand by 
Weinglass to dismiss the entire 
jury panel of 72 prospects for 
allowing them to learn the 
defense had argued that many 
of them would lie about their 
their feelings. 
Brandler and Weinglass also 
clashed over the judge’s in­ 
structions to prospects not to be 
influenced by the bulletproof 
shield separating participants 
from spectators. 
The lawyer argued the judge 
was preventing the prospects 
from admitting the presence of 
the shield influenced them. 
“It is presumptuous of you to 
instruct the court on how to ask 
its questions,” the judge snap­ 
ped back. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen­ 
ate investigators, after a nine- 
month study of the Warren 
Commission’s probe of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s murder, are 
critical of the roles of the FBI 
and the CIA in the investigation 
but they don’t dispute its 
finding that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was the lone assassin. 
Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R- 
Pa., and Sen. Gary Hart, D- 
Colo., co-chairmen of a special 
intelligence subcommittee, are 
releasing the 110-page report 
tonight and turning it over to 
the newly created 15-member 
Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence Activities for fur­ 


ther action. 
Schweiker has said the study 
produced “hot, new leads” 
which could produce new 
evidence about Kennedy’s as­ 
sassination. But Hart told a 
newsman Tuesday “there is 
nothing sensational in the 
report.” 
Hart said the probe produced 
“no serious evidence to dispute 
the Warren Commission’s find­ 
ing that Oswald was the sole as­ 
sassin.” The report makes no 
specific recommendations. 
The study, informants said, is 
expected to report: 
— Former CIA Director Allen 
W. Dulles, one of the seven 


members of the Warren Com­ 
mission, knew of Kennedy ad­ 
ministration assassination at­ 
tempts against Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro but did not so in­ 
form the commission. 
— FBI Special Agent James 
P. Hosty in Dallas destroyed a 
letter Oswald wrote him weeks 
before Kennedy was slain in 
November, 1963. Hosty withheld 
this information from the com­ 
mission, 
apparently 
on 
higher orders, so as not to em­ 
barrass the FBI. The letter 
reportedly told the FBI to stop 
bothering Oswald’s wife, Mari­ 
na. 
— Documents relating to 


Oswald’s presence from August 
till October of 1963 in New 
Orleans, where he may have 
had Cuban contacts, have 
mysteriously disappeared from 
FBI files. 
— No incontrovertible evi­ 
dence has been developed to 
show Oswald acted in con­ 
spiracy, or with Cubans, to as­ 
sassinate Kennedy. 
Senate revelations that Ken­ 
nedy sought to encourage a 
coup against Castro and con­ 
templated 
assassination 
schemes against him have 
refueled speculation Castro was 
behind Kennedy’s murder, and 
Oswald was his pawn. 


Kennedy pursued a double 
policy towards Cuba in 1963 try­ 
ing, on the one hand, to remove 
Castro while, at the same time 
putting out feelers for improv­ 
ing relations, according to 
historical m aterials now 
available. 
A French journalist Jean 
Daniel carried such a feeler to 
Castro from Kennedy and met 
with him on the day Kennedy 
was killed, Nov. 22, 1963. 
Castro was later quoted in an 
interview with Frank Mankiew- 
icz and Joseph Kirby as saying: 
“In my opinion this (message 
brought by Daniel) was a 
definite gesture on Kennedy’s 


part to try to establish contact 
and exchange with us. 
“But as I was listening to 
everything he was telling me 
about his conversation with 
Kennedy, the news broke over 
the radio that an attempt had 
been carried out against Ken­ 
nedy’s life. 
“ It really seemed such a 
shame, such a tragic ending to 
Kennedy’s life,” Castro said.

Diabetes increasing 
because of obesity 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Diabetes is increasing sharply 
among Americans mostly be­ 
cause they are too fat, ac­ 
cording to the outgoing presi­ 
dent of the American Diabetes 
Association. 
“The more fat you have on 
board, the more insulin you 
need,” Dr. George F. Cahill of 
Boston told the association con­ 
vention in San Francisco Tues­ 
day. 
Cahill said excess fat often 
triggers the most common 
form of the disease, “adult 
onset diabetes,” the third 
leading cause of U.S. deaths. 
Diabetes is increasing by six 
per cent a year in the United 
States. 
Some IO million Americans 
are diabetics. Their bodies 
process sugar poorly because 
they don’t have enough of the 
hormone insulin from the pan­ 
creas. Of that number, 90 per 
cent suffer from the adult onset 
form, which has a strong 
hereditary link. Cahill said. 
Adult onset diabetes is con­ 
trollable with special diet or 


pills that stimulate natural in­ 
sulin production. “Juvenile 
diabetes” (which can affect 
persons of any age) strikes 
faster, is more severe, and 
requires insulin medication. 
Many potential diabetics can 
ward off the disease, Cahill 
said, by losing weight and 
avoiding fat, starchy or high 
sugar foods. 
He said diabetes is increasing 
at a “meteoric" rate in some 
groups, especially American In­ 
dian and black women who tend 
to be fatter because they can’t 
afford lean high protein foods. 
They tend to eat the cheaper fat 
and carbohydrate laden foods. 
Calling diabetes “the nation s 
No. I health problem,” Cahill 
urged Congressional passage of 
a bill that would increase an­ 
nual federal spending for 
research of the disease from 
the current $38 million to about 
$70 million. 
He told Congress in a report 
last year that a major funding 
target must be education of 
diabetics and the general public 
about proper eating habits. 


Japanese business executive 


admits taking Lockheed payoff 


TOKYO (U PI).- One of four 
business executives arrested in 
connection with Japan’s $12 
million Lockheed bribery scan­ 
dal has admitted receiving 
nearly $70,000 in payoffs from 
the American company, Tokyo 
newspapers said today. 
The newspapers said Tadao 
Ueki, chief of the business and 
international departments of 
All Nippon Airways, told 
investigators he received 
$69,066 from A. H. Elliot, 
former head of Lockheed’s 
Tokyo office, in June 1974. 
Ueki, two other airlines of­ 
ficials and Toshiba ru Oku bo, 
former managing director of a 
major trading firm, were 
arrested Tuesday in raids on All 
Nippon Airways headquarters 
in downtown Tokyo and private 
homes. 
Yuji Sawa, Nippon managing 
director, Hisayori Aoki, chief of 
the accounting department, and 


Ueki are charged with receiv­ 
ing $170,000 in payoffs from 
Lockheed in violation of 
Japan’s foreign exchange and 
foreign trade control law. 


Okubo was arrested on suspi­ 
cion of giving false testimony 
before a parliamentary com­ 
mittee probing the case last 
February. He is a former 
managing director and now ad­ 
viser to Marubeni Corp., 
formerly Lockheed’s official 
agent in Japan. 


The four were the first 
persons arrested in connection 
with the scandal, which broke 
open last March. Yoshio Koda- 
ma. a right-wing power broker 
who allegedly received $7 
million, had also been charged 
with tax evasion and violation 
of foreign exchange law, but he 
was not arrested because of ill 
health.

Roberts vaults 18-8!4 
with a borrowed pole 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - To a pole 
vaulter the most prized possession in the 
world is his pole. 
After Dave Roberts took the pole vault 
record to 18-3V4 Tuesday at the U. S. 
Olympic Track and Field Trials you’d 
have to say all the talk about poles is so 
much hogwash. 
That’s because Roberts broke his 
favorite pole and didn’t even shed a tear. 
He simply asked Earl Bell, whose record 
he took away, if he could use his and Bell 
said okay. 
On the third try with Bell’s pole, which 
is about two pounds lighter and slower 
than his, Roberts cleared the record 
height. Of course, he said it was due to 
Bell’s pole. 
“You helped more than you know,” 
Roberts said to Bell, whose world record 
of 18-7 V4 was set about a month ago at 
the Federation Games in Wichita, Kan. 
Bell cleared I8-V4, as did Terry Porter, 
and they joined Roberts on the team that 
will represent America at the Montreal 
Games next month 
When Roberts set his record here it 
marked the third straight Olympic Trials 
in which an American established a stan­ 
dard in the pole vault. Bob Seagren took 
the mark to 17-8% at Echo Summit, 
Calif., in 1968 and to 18-5% in Eugene 
four years ago. 
One who grabbed a berth in a second 
event was 1972 Games marathon gold 
medlist Frank Shorter. He won the 10,000 
by sprinting the last 300 meters after 
having taken the marathon here in 


Eugene four weeks ago. Craig Virgin 
was second in the 10,000 while Garry 
Bjorklund passed Bill Rodgers IO meters 
from the wire to take third. Rodgers 
qualified previously in the marathon. 
Shorter’s time in the 10,000 was 
27:55.45 while Virgin did 27:59.43 and 
Bjorklund 28:03.74. That means America 
will be sending its second, third and 
fourth fastest men ever in the event to 
the Olympics. The late Steve Prefon- 
taine’s 27:43.6 stands as the American 
record. 
Shorter also plans to try and win an 
Olympic berth in the 5,000 on Sunday. 
There were two other impressive per­ 
formances Tuesday. The first was by 28- 
year-old gospel singer Madeline Man­ 
ning Jackson, who became the first 
American woman to break two minutes 
in the 800 meters, and the other was hy 
June Frederick, who won the pentathlon 
with 4,622 points, the fourth highest total 
ever by an American. 
Manning, who won a gold medal at 
Mexico City in 1968 and did not place at 
Munich, four years ago, clocked 1:59.81 
and then fell into her coach’s (Alex 
Ferenczy) arms. Obviously, she was 
emotionally spent. Before the race she 
led the contestants in prayer. Jackson is 
an active member of the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes. 
Today is a welcome break with full 
programs scheduled for Thursday, Fri­ 
day, Saturday, and Sunday. By then the 
complete men’s and women’s teams will 
be picked. 
Maloney trial opens 


TORONTO (UPI) - Detroit Red Wing 
Dan Maloney goes on trial for assault to­ 
day in only the third case of on-ice 
violence to be brought before the courts 
in the 59-year history of the NHL.

Charlie and Bowie 
A grand slam personality clash

NEW YORK (UPI) — As baseball commissioner, 
Bowie Kuhn is supposed to be above petty 
animosities, but being baseball commissioner 
certainly doesn’t exempt him from having personal 
feelings and the one he doesn’t hide especially well 
is his feeling for Charlie Finley. 
He doesn’t like him. 
That could be the understatement of the month. 
Bowie Kuhn’s feelings toward Charlie Finley run 
pretty deep and that’s not hard to understand at all. 
How would you feel about a man who did everything 
he possibly could to have you removed from your 
job the way Charlie Finley did a year ago during 
baseball’s summer meetings in Milwaukee? How 
would you feel about a man who called you names 
like “ the village idiot” and “ a 14-carat kook,” 
names that held you up to public ridicule? 
You wouldn’t like it at all. Neither does Bowie 
Kuhn. You’d wish you could find some way of not 
having to deal with such a man anymore, and Bowie 
Kuhn isn’t fooling Charlie Finley for a second. The 
Oakland A’s’ owner knows Kuhn would love to see 
him out of baseball completely the same way he'd 
like to see Kuhn out as commissioner. Finley feels 
Kuhn is doing everything he can to drive him out. 
None of those who witnessed the episode are ever 
likely to forget the sudden rush of color to Kuhn’s 
face Finley produced when he made an attempt at 
offering his comments to newsmen last July 16 in 
the very same meeting room of Milwaukee's 


Pfister Hotel where the commissioner had just an­ 
nounced his re-election for a second seven-year 
term. 
“ Not in MY room you don’t,” Kuhn cut Finley off 
sharply, seeing him starting to talk with reporters 
on one side of the huge room. 
In some ways, Bowie Kuhn feels Charlie Finley 
would be critical of anybody who was baseball com­ 
missioner, and in other ways, he’s equally sure 
Finley is never going to let up on him. 
What puzzles me most is how Bowie Kuhn, with 
the law background he has, ever allowed himself to 
get out on the legal thin ice he’s on now. The two 
chief reasons he has given for canceling Finley’s 
sales of Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers to the Red Sox 
and Vida Blue to the Yankees for $3.5 million only 
lend more credence to Finley’s charge Kuhn is 
Husking this a “personal vendetta” against him. 
Kuhn said he disapproved the deals because he 
felt they were “ inconsistent with the best in­ 
terests” of baseball and because, in his judgment, 
they would upset the competitive balance in the 
American League. 
These statements are open to some question 
I'm sure Bowie Kuhn would agree that the best 
interests of baseball are served best by its rules, 
which were expressly formulated with the best in­ 
terests of the game in mind. That being the case, 
would he please be good enough to show me where 
it says anywhere in the rules that one club is 


prohibited from selling its flayers for ANY price? 
As for competitive balance, he should look at the 
standings. 
There aren’t are any more races in the American 
League East and the National League East and half 
the season isn’t even gone. After Kansas City and 
Texas, there isn’t a whole lot of competitive 
balance in the American League West either. 
If he’s so concerned about that balance, what 
does he have in mind for the end of this season when 
so many players will become agents?

For two, he can do something about making all 
waivers irrevocable. He can see to it players may 
be optioned out only once instead of three times; he 
can set up some drafting procedure whereby the 
weaker clubs could select certain players from the 
stronger ones. 
Those are four simple changes that would help 
the competitive balance in both leagues.

WIMBLEDON (UPI) — Vitas Gerulaitis shrugged off 90- 
degree heat today to defeat British left-hander Mark Cox, 6- 
3, 6-4, 6-4, and move into the third round of the $280,000 
Wimbledon tennis championships. 
The heatwave brought more than 31,000 fans out to the 
grass courts of the All England club with hundreds more pas­ 
sing through the turnstiles every minute. Even the club’s 
strict rules were bent to allow umpires and linesmen to 
remove their jackets. 
Gerulaitis, of Howard Beach, N.Y., controlled the match 
from the opening volley and often confused Cox with cross­ 
court passing shots, chips and strong, deep vollies. 
Gerulaitis led 5-3 in the first set before serving it out, while 
he took three straight games from 4-3 to nail down the final 
set. A 10th game break gave him the second. 
Tom Okker, the ninth seed and one of the smallest men in 
the tournament, defeated 6-foot-6 Victor Amaya of Holland, 
Mich., 9-7, 6-2, 6-3, to move into the last 32, even though 
Amaya banged down 13 aces.

A. The only non-Japanese sumo wrestler is an Hawaiian anmed 
Jesse Kualua, who’s at the peak age of 31 for his sport, a 375-pound 
giant who competes in that venerable Japanese grappling form un­ 
der the name of Takamiyama.

ATN ever, according to the tennis experts I talk to. They point out 
the international cast of tennis as the big block, making it impossi­ 
ble to put all players under one umbrella, whereas professional 
golf is primarily American in the big money and therefore you can 
have a PGA and a commissioner. Besides, the anti-trust laws 
make it verboten to have one single circuit of play.

I know at least three—Ted 
Williams. Early Wynn and Gene Stevens (the one no one ever 
gets).

A. Where’d you get that Gene Stevens from? There’s no one by 
that name in major league annals. Besides Williams and Wynn, the 
player I know who’s covered four decades is Mickey Vernon, the 
old first baseman who has been a special batting coach for the 
Dodgers. 


Q. How many points has Pete Maravich scored each season he 
has been in the NBA? Also his points per game average each 
season. — M.M., Orinda, Calif. 
A. Since he started in the NBA in 1970, Pistol Pete has tallied the 
following points, with game averages in parentheses: 1880 ( 23.2), 
1275 (19.3), 2063 ( 26.1), 2107(27.7), 1700 (21.5) and 1604 (25.9) His 
career average is 24 points a game. 


Q. Why did C.K. Yang represent Taiwan in the 1960 Olympics at 
Rome? Wasn’t he an American citizen who was being coached at 
UCLA with Rafer Johnson, who won the decathlon at Rome? — 
Ronald Gaddi, Sacramento, Calif. 
A. Yang Chuan-Kwang was a foreign student at UCLA from the 
island of Formosa (Taiwan) and thus represented the Nationalist 
Chinese government based there. His duel with Johnson, also a 
UCLA student, was one of the most memorable in Olympic history 
It came down to the last event, the 1500 meters, with Yang needing 
to beat Johnson by IO seconds to win the gold medal. They were 
paired in the same heat and Rafer dogged Yang all the way to 
finish line, finishing only 1.2 seconds behind, to capture the prize. 
Yang competed again for Taiwan in 1968 but finished fifth. 


Q I would like to know if Fred Lynn of the Boston Red Sox has 
signed a contract for this year, and if he did how much did he sign 
for and how long was the contract. — Bennie Saathoff, Hayward, 
CaUf. 
A. Lynn is one of the Great Unsigned. He, catcher Carlton Fisk 
and shortstop Rick Burleson are playing out their options at a 20 
per cent cut. They all have the same agent — lawyer Jerry Kaps- 
tein. 


Olympic trivia: 


When the Olympic Games are staged in Montreal July 17 - 
August I, it will mark the first time the Summer Olympics 
have been held in North America in 44 years, and the first 
time ever in Canada. The 1932 Summer Games took place in 
Los Angeles and the 1904 Games in St. Louis. 


Until 1912, women were allowed to participate only in the 
tennis and archery events of the Summer Olympics. That 
year, women also participated in one swimming event, and 
in 1928, they were admitted to the track and field competi­ 
tions. 
• 
Canada, host to the 1976 Simmer Olympics in Montreal, 
has participated in every Olympics since 1900, amassing 111 
medals including 26 golds. 


Enrique ta Basilo became the first woman to carry the 
Olympic torch, with the last relay reserved for her at die 
1968 Games in Mexico City. 


When the modern Olympic Games began in Athens in 1896, 
the small U.S. team won nine out of the 12 track and field 
events. 


The five-colored, interlaced rings of the Olympic emblem 
— first used during the Antwerp Games in 1920 — correspond 
to the five continents of the world. Flags of aU countries 
have at least one of the six colors in the emblem — blue, 
yellow, black, green and red rings on a white background. 


The Olympic flame for the 1976 Summer Games will travel 
from Olympia, Greece, to Athens. Then, by means of an 
electronic sensor, the ionized particles wiU be transformed 
into coded electrical impulses for transmission via satellite to 
Ottawa. When transformed into its original form by a laser 
beam, the flame will be carried to Montreal by runners. 


America’s Alvin Kraenzlein was the hero of the 1900 Sum­ 
mer Olympics in Paris, winning the 60-meter dash, the 110 
and 200-meter hurdles, and the long jump.

Washington Merry-go-round by Jack Anderson 
Feds move 
against Duda 


WASHINGTON - The cumbersome 
federal machinery is beginning to move 
at last against A. Duda and Sons. whose 
vast agriculture empire has mistreated 
its lowly stoop laborers. 
Last March, we sent our roving 
reporter, Hat Bernton, to southern 
Florida to investigate the plight of the 
m ig ra n t 
farm 
workers. Posing as a 
young drifter, he was 
picked up off the 
streets of Immokolee, 
Fla., and put to work 
in the fields of A. Duda 
and Sons. 
He 
found 
the 
workers living in vir­ 
tual bondage. They put 
in long, hot hours 
harvesting the farm’s 
massive crop of ripen­ 
ing tom atoes. But 
nearly every dollar they earned went to 
pay for the overpriced food and illegal 
booze which Dada s strawboss provided. 
Bernton’s eyewitness accounts created 
a storm of controversy when we 
published them. Florida newspapers 
called for reforms, which were in­ 
troduced in the Florida legislature. 
But in Washington, the bureaucrats of 
the Labor Dept, merely squirmed un­ 
comfortably and worried about how to 
stop the unpleasant publicity. Little was 
done to help the field hands whom the 
department was supposed to protect. 
Now the situation is slowly reversing. 
The legislation to aid the migrant 
workers has been suppressed in Florida 
and the federal authorities are preparing 
to crack down on A. Duda and Sons 
A federal investigation of Duda’s 
farming operations has largely con­ 
firmed our allegations. Ronald J. James, 
who is in charge of federal employment 
standards, has reported ‘'substantial 
violations of both the Fair Labor Stan­ 
dards Act and the Farm Labor Contrac­ 
tor Act.” 
The federal investigators, for instance, 
uncovered “excessive charges few food 
and beverages.” If these charges hold up 
in court, the Duda farm could be forced 
to close down its labor camps and pay 
back wages to its workers. 
But the reform campaign has bogged 
down in Florida. At the request of State 
Sen. Jack Gordon, we sent Bernton to 
Tallahassee to testify about his ex­ 
periences among the stoop laborers. He 
found the plush, red-carpeted hearing 
room packed with migrant farm 
workers 
Men, women and children had taken a 
precious day from their field work and 
had driven all night to attend the hear­ 
ings. They don't get paid, of course, 
when they don’t work. 
rlhe growers and their lawyers were 
also in attendance. They huddled 
together in small knots. They wore ex­ 
pensive suits and jeweled wristwatches. 
Most of the field hands never owned a 
suit and can’t afford a wristwatch. 
House Agriculture Chairman Wayne 
Mixon rapped for order. One by one, the 
growers told how rosy life was down on 
the corporate farms. There was no need, 
they declared, for any additional legisla-

tion. Indeed, the bill could 
goose” that laid Florida’s 
eggs,” they warned gravely. 
One committee member was so im­ 
pressed that, without waiting to hear the 
opposing testimony, he declared his 
fealty to the growers. He would vote 
against the reform bill, he announced. 
Some of the witnesses attacked our 
column. We had published "oversen­ 
sationalized accounts,” they charged, of 
conditions on the Duda acres. 
Bernton responded with an eyewitness 
report on the oppression he had found. 
He produced additional testimony that 
Duda had previously employed two 
vicious strawbosses to oversee the labor 
cam p , one now c o n v ic te d of 
manslaughter, the other him self 
murdered by a migrant worker in North 
Carolina. 
Bernton also revealed that the Florida 
Rural Legal Services had discovered 
nine illegally employed Haitians at 
another Duda camp, living in a 
miniscule, 10-by-20-foot cabin. Each Hai­ 
tian was being charged $42 a week for 
meager meals of oxtail, cornbread, rice 
and beans 


The strawboss had threatened to send 
the police to arrest workers who tried to 
leave the camp before they had paid off 
their “debts. ” Some workers who had es­ 
caped the camp were tracked down and 
coerced back into camp by the straw­ 
boss, 


After Bernton sat down, the farm 
hands themselves stepped up to the 
rostrum to tell about the conditions they 
worked under. The committee responded 
by voting unanimously to kill the 
reforms. 


The migrant workers didn’t seem sur­ 
prised. They slowly shuffled out of the 
hearing room and made their way to a 
nearby church where they dined upon 
beans and soup. 


The plight of the migrant workers has 
never attracted much attention in the 
Florida legislature. The Agriculture 
Committee members have been too busy 
with the problems of the large planters. 
In some cases, the members are large 
planters.

I confess I have been consciously 
hunting out an opportunity to say 
something friendly about the Mormons 
for several months, after a half dozen 
impressive hours spent mostly with stu­ 
dents at the University of Utah, but in­ 
cluding also a few minutes with the 
venerable sages who lead the church. 
The opportunity 
comes on reading that 
a prominent lawyer in 
Salt Lake City said 
quite matter-of-factly 
that the incumbent 
Congressman 
had 
“committed political 
suicide.” How come? 
By propositioning two 
(shades of Brigham 
Young?) ladies of 
pleasure to spend the 
evening With him. The 
two ladies happened to 
be policewomen wearing recording 
devices, and now these tapes (how did 
we manage before tape recorders?) have 
been shipped over to the prosecutor’s of­ 
fice, and it is assumed that the Congres­ 
sman will be had up for “soliciting sex 
for money,” which is what they call 
patronizing a prostitute in Utah. 
The Mormons, like other Christians, 
believe in forgiving a sinner seventy 
times seven times. But their experience 
in forgiveness has not caused them to 
lose the very idea of wrongdoing. In what 
we choose to call the more cosmopolitan 
centers of America, everyone rushed 
forward to say, In the matter of Congres­ 
sman Wayne Hays, that his “private” 
life was entirely his own affair, that it 
mattered only whether he was using the 
taxpayers’ money to appease his 
lubricity. There has been no noticeable 
ideological division on this point. That is 
to say everybody in Congress — even 
Senator Humphrey — appears to take the 
position that prostitution should remain 
in the private sector. It will be several 
Democratic conventions down the line 
before the Right to Sex as a state respon­ 
sibility is discovered. 
Now it isn’t only the Mormons, of 
course, who believe in good conduct, 
even in private. President Ford, in a 
speech to a convention of Baptists, 
talked about the need for public 
morality. “Public officials,” he said, 
“have a special responsibility to set a 
good example for others to follow — in 
both private and public conduct.” His 
reference was everywhere taken to be to 
the sexual misbehavior highlighted dur­ 
ing recent days. 
What President Ford says to a Baptist 
Convention is, however, to be taken less 
seriously than what apparently occurs as 
a matter of course to members of a 
religious community that take quite 
seriously the basic commandments (rf 
the Christian religion, which call for 
marital fidelity, among other things. 
The Mormon idea is that the political 
leader is also something (rf a moral 


leader. That praiseworthy men should be 
elected to positions of power. In hanging 
on to this notion they cause to survive a 
great political tradition that traces to the 
Hellenic notion of the aristoi — men of. 
singular quality, performing the neces­ 
sary functions of the leaders. The aristoi 
were supposed to distinguish themselves 
not merely by giving great orations, let 
alone defining social justice. But by ex­ 
hibiting a kind of temperance, a 
reverence for quality — a kind of cosmic 
piety that set them gently apart from the 
roisterers — and these were as common 


in Athens as in Washington. 


The reason it sounds so strange — this 
axiomatic belief by the Mormons that 
their Congressman should, as a 
gentleman, resign — is that the notion of 
a “private” life that is entirely 
“private” has gone, really, to quite ex­ 
traordinary lengths. It is one thing to say 
that no (me should be permitted to peer 
into a man’s home. Another to say that a 
public should be unconcerned as to what 
in fact goes on there. 


There are interestirg questions raised 


about the appurtenances and stratagems 
of the antivice girls in Salt Lake City: 
but these do not affect the ap­ 
propriateness of the public judgment. 
We may have had no business knowing 
what Congressman Jones said or did to 
Fanny Hill. But if it transpires that what 
they did together affronts the public 
ideal, then surely there is a Christian 
reconciliation: affirm the ideal by dis­ 
missing the Congressman. And then 
forgive the Congressman his transgres­ 
sion — while insisting that that is what it 
was. 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 
Abuse of power 


Congressman Bob Lagomarsino has 
sent us a piece he has authored to give us 
an insight into a disturbing trend in 
Washington whereby power is placed in 
the hands of a select few members of 
Congress to the point where abuses 
become almost inevitable. 
Specifically, our congressman is 
rather galled at the 
power that rested with 
Rep. Wayne Hays, 
now involved with the 
“Congressional 
Watergate.” 
H e r e ’s 
how 
Lagomarsino sees it: 
JHays derived his 
pow er from tw o 
sources. As chairman 
of the House Ad­ 
ministration Commit­ 
tee, he controlled per­ 
sonnel policies for the 
entire House of Representatives, which 
may explain the apparent lack of 
questioning of Miss Ray’s professional 
qualifications. (Ironically, Ray was as­ 
signed to the “oversight” subcommittee, 
which Hays explained was set up to 
monitor the work of other committee 
staffs). 
His other power base was the 
Democratic Congressional Campaign 
Committee, which he chaired. Incum­ 
bent or prospective congressmen who 
received largesse from the committee 
were not likely to publicize or criticize 
the indiscretions of the chairman, and in­ 
deed, Hays was able to exploit this post 
to save his other committee chair­ 
manship when the Democratic Caucus 
met to decide committee chairmanships 
last year. An attempt to replace Hays as 
Administration Committee chairman 
failed when freshmen Democrats repaid 
his campaign assistance with their 
votes. 
The history of the way in which Hays 
turned the Administration Committee 
post into such a power nexus provides 
another lesson. In 1971, the House voted 
to give the then obscure committee, 
which served primarily as a bookkeeping 


function, the power to set allowances for 
office staff salaries, telephones, postage, 
stationery, and other expenses. Hie as­ 
sumption was that by delegating the 
authority, the congressmen could escape 
blame for future increases. Many 
believed, however, that when such 
authority was once given up, it would 
never be retrieved. This view did not 
prevail. 
In 1975, shortly after Lagomarsino was 
elected to the House, the Hays commit­ 
tee in a single day passed resolutions to 
(1) increase staff allowance by $22,500; 
(2) increase travel allowance for 
members and staff; (3) increase 
newsletter and questionnaire funds; (4) 
increase congressional telephone 
allowances. 
The following day an amendment was 
proposed to rescind the increases and 
require that future increases by ap­ 
proved by the full House. The amend­ 
ment failed, 148-262, on a generally 
party-line vote.

“nickled-and-dimed his way to the top.”
